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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6-20, 22-24, 28-33, 35-37 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat No. 6,234,694 to Brookner and U.S. 
Pat No. 6,389,327 to Thiel. 

Brookner discloses a postage and ad printing system that is capable of printing 
an ad slogan on an operator defined area on an envelope with the postage indicia and 
determines whether it can properly be printed. 

Thiel discloses a postage printing system where the addressing information and 
the franking information are printed through two different physical passes. 

As per claim 16 and 22, 28, 31 and 35 the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest using a scanner to detect distinguishing characteristic of the envelope to 
decide an orientation of the envelope for printing an ad slogan and bypass the printing 
pass the orientation does not match the intended orientation. Claims 17-20 depends on 
claim 16 and thus are allowable for the same reason. Claims 23-24 depends on claim 
22 and thus are allowable for the same reason. Claims 29-30 depends on claim 28 and 
thus are allowable for the same reason. Claims 32-33 depends on claim 31 and thus 
are allowable for the same reason. Claims 36-37 depends on claim 35 and thus are 
allowable for the same reason.
